Californian Swallows Poison in 
Fraternal Lodge Hall at 
Jacksonville, Fla.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., March 
25.—Despondent over the recent 
fatal shooting of his wife, Louise, 
in a New York hotel, Gerald Stur- 
giss Greenlief, Santa Barbara, Cal., 
killed himself in a fraternal lodge 
temple here today by drinking poi- 
son. 

His body was found in a chair 
by a janitor. Beside it were sev- 
eral letterg and telegrams addressed 
to friends and relatives. 

Among the papers was a clipping 
from the New York Times of 
March 4, saying Greenlief’s v ife 
had been found shot to death in 
an apartment at Hotel Greystone 
on the previous day. The newspa- 
per said Greenlief disappeared 
after writing three notes, asserting 
his wife had killed herself and that 
he was going to end his life by 
drowning. 

One of the notes found beside 
Greenlief’s body said, “After her 
death I wandered off to make 
peace with God for my wasted 
years and found himself here un- 
der a strange name, out of my 
mind in our honeymoon city.” 

The note disclosed he and his 
wife came here_after their mar- 
riage in Phoenix, Ariz.

NEW YORK, March 25.—Ger- 
ald Sturgiss Greenlief disappeared 
here on March 3 last. On that day 
his wife was found shot to death 
in a hotel room where police found 
notes signed with Greenlief's name 
asserting his wife had killed her- 
self and -that he intended to 
drown. himself. 

Greenlief, former manager of a 
Santa Barbara (Cal.) hotel, came 
here with his wife more than a 
year ago. 

The body of Mrs. Greenlief was 
found in bed in her hotel room. 
A bullet had passed through the 
head and was found on a pillow 
in the bed. A revolver lay on the 
floor beside the bed. 

Police at first were inclined to 
term the death a suicide, but after 
finding the notes announced that, 
pending an investigation, they de- 
ferred calling it suicide. One of 
the notes left by Greenlief said 
he had returned home to find his 
wife trying to strangle herself with 
a cord, and he had revived her. 
Then he had gone to the bathroom,

Hope for the safe return of the 
kidnaped Lindbergh. baby today 
centered largely upon negotiations 
reported to be under way between 
the kidnapers and three residents 
of Norfolk. 

Serving as the _ intermediaries 
were the Rev. H. Dobson-Peacock, 


Rear Admiral Guy H. Burrage, re- 
tired, and John Hughes Curtis, 
Norfolk boat manufacturer. 

Optimism that-the baby, report- 
ed to be safe, would soon be recov- 
ered was expressed by Dean Dob- 
son-Peac ck. 

“We are very optimistic,” Deari 
Dobson-Peacock «said. “We hope 
that the negotiations will move 
rapidly and that the baby may be 
returned wit:.in a sw days.” 

The three intervenors, however, 
said they were fearful that pub- 
licity described as “premature” 
may interfere with the early com- 
pletion of the negotiations. A state- 
ment issued jointly by the three 
said information concerning the 
move to recover the chilc stolen 
from his crib 25 days ago, should 
come from Col. Lindbergh and 
that what transpired at their re- 
cent conferencé with the flyer and 
his wife was strictly confidential. 

Told Baby Is Safe. 

At the time negotiations were 
opened with the three Norfolk men, 
Dean Dobson-Peacock said, it was 
reported to them that the baby was 
“safe and well.” He udded that he 
did not know where the baby is 
and that he had not been informed 
that the child was on a boat in 
Chesapeake Bay. 

No ransom sum was stipulated 
in the preliminary negotiations, he 
stated. 

In a statement the ‘three men 
said they visited the Lindbergs at 
their home in Hopewell, N. J., on 
Tuesday. 

“We saw Col. and ~ Mrs. Lind- 
bergh Tuesday evening,” the state- 
ment said. “We had a very pleas- 
ant visit with them and were their 
guests at dinner. What transpired 
at the conference was a confiden- 
tial matter that we are not willing 
to reveaj] at this time. Any state- 
nrents that we made to Col, Lind- 
bergh were strictly confidential 
and whatever he may havc said to 
us was in strictest confidence. It 
is impossible for us to violate that 
confidence.”’ 

Approachecd Two Weeks Ago. 

Dean Dobson-Peaicock said he 
believed the man who interviewed 
them as an intermediary for the 
kidnapers was acting in good faith. 

Dean Dodson Peacock, who is 
rector of Christ Church here, said 
one of the three men named was 
approached about two weeks ago. 
He declined to say which one of 
the three was first interviewed or 
by whom. 

The dean at Maundy Thursday 
services at Christ’ 
Church last night, asked that a 
special silent prayer be offered by 
the congregation for the speedy re- 
turn, of the Lindbergh baby. 

Admiral Burrage, who retired 
last June, commanded the Mem- 
phis which brought Col. Lindbergh 
back to America after his famous 
trans-Atlantic flight to Paris. 

Dean Dobson Peacock. was ac- 
quainted with members of the 
Morrow family at the time the late 
Ambassador Dwight W. Morrow 
was in Mexico City. At that time 
the dean served as Dean of Cathe- 
dral, Mexico City. 

Curtis said today he would 
neither deny nor confirm a report 
that, Col. Lindbergh had signed a 
note assuring the kidnapers that 
the inventors acted with authority. 

Curtis termed the “leak” of 
news on the negotiations as unfor- 
tunate.

DETROIT, Mich.,. March 25. — 
Declaring it the only way the life 
savings and property of many of 
Detroit’s citizens can be saved. 
Mayor Frank Murphy announced 
today he would seek the co-opera- 
tion of the city’s banker-creditors 
in refunding $31,Q00,000 in interest 
and maturity charges due this year. 

If the plan is agreed upon, the 
Mayor said;.it would mean a sub- 
stantial reduction in the city’s $76.- 
000,000 tax levy for 1932. Should 
it fail, he said, an increase in.the 
tax rate of nearly $3 on each $1000 
of valuation was imminent. The 
property tax rate for the current 
fiscal year is $22.63 in the $1000 
of valuation. 

“There is so much utter wretch- 
edness in Detroit and so many 
home owners are having their life 
savings and preperty slip away 
that there is only one answer—ap 
immediate and considerable de- 
crease in taxes,” Mayor Murphy 
said. He arranged for a confer- 
ence today With representatives of 
the banking interests, Ralph Stone, 
chairman of the Citizens’ Finance 
Committee, and Frank Couzens. 
president of the City Council. 

The plan is one proposed by 
United States Senator James Couz- 
ens in a_ telephone conversation 
With the Mayor. Senator Couzens 
was quoted as saying: ***The 
should announce that the city will 
not be able to take care of its ma- 
turities and interest during the 
coming year. The city should issue 
refunding bonds and include in 
these bonds such interest as might 
be due and which the city is unable 
to pay.” 

Mayor Murphy said the plan 
would permit the city to put back 
to workeseveral hundred police- 
men and firemen recently laid off.

Two law firms which filed suit 
for Mrs. Adele L, Tatum of Los An- 
geles to break the will disposing of 
the $1.000,008 estate of her sister, 
Mrs. Blanche Bordley, have a con- 
tract allowing thea. 50 per.cent of 
any amount Mrs. Tatum may re- 
ceive as a result of the contest, ac- 
cording to testimony of Harvey B. 
Cox. one of the plaintiff's attor- 
neys. 

The two firms are Foristel, Mudd, 
Blair & Habenicht of St. Louis, 
with which Cox is associated, and 
Harding. Murphy & Tucker of 
Kansas City, Mo. How the two 
firms would share in the fee was 
not disclosed. 

If the will contest should be suc- 
cessful and the estate go to rela- 
tives, Mrs. Tatum would be eligible 
to receive two-fifths or about $400,- 
000, sharing the estate with the 
daughter of a deceased sister of 
Mrs. Bordley and heirs of a step- 
sister. Under the will Mrs. Tatum, 
who is 86 years old, received a 
$26,000 trust fund. 

How Mrs. Tatum Is Supported. 

Mrs. Bordley.: widow of Waniel 
C. Bordley, a director of the Lig- 
gett & Myers Tobacco Co.,  be- 
queathed $104,000 to charities, 
$211,000 to various individuals and 
left the rest of the estate as a tust 
fund for treatment of chronic in- 
valids. 

“in order toshow that Mrs. Ta- 
tum had returned $1020 received 
from the trust fund for her—a nec- 
essary thing to perfect the suit— 
Cox testified that the money had 
been paid to the Circuit Clerk. 

On exam.nation by Frank A 
Thompson, attorney for the Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Bank & [rust 
Co., executor of the estate and de- 
fendant.in the suit with the vuri- 
ous beneficiaries, Cox admitted chat 
the law firms had been paying Mrs. 
Tatum. $85 a month, the amount 
of the income from the trust fund. 
He said another $85 a month was 
being paid to Mrs. Tatum for care 
of an invalid daughter and a ‘ike 
amount te Mrs. Adele Donovan 
Chambers of Los Angeles, niece of 
Mrs. Bordley who received a $20,- 
000 trust fund under the will and 
who would get two-fifths of the 
estate if the will were broken. 

Mrs. Chambers is not a plaintiff 
in the present suit but is a party 
with Mrs. Tatum to another suit, 
still pending, to set aside the trust 
fund for invalids on the ground 
that its terms are ineffectual. 


If Contest Is Lost. 


Cox testified the two law firms 
were receiving monthly notes for 
money advanced to Mrs. Tatum and 
Mrs. Chambers but added that if 
the contest were unsuccessful, ‘ it 
would be money gone out of our 
pockets and gone forever.” 

Costs of the litigation, which in- 
clude expenses for lengthy deposi- 
tions in Los Angeles, .New York 
and Paris, are being advanced = by 
the attorneys, with the prospect of 
reimbursement in the event ofa 
successful suit, Cox said. 

The attorney disclosed that Mrs. 
Tatum’s son, Clifford, had,a con- 
tract with her to get 50 per cent 
of any final estate she might ac- 
‘quire as a result of the suit. Cox 
explained that Tatum had for 
years acted as head of the family 
and would receive half of his 
mother’s estate only in the nature 
of a trust fund to care for other 
members of the family. 

An attenipt to show that Robert 
Tatum, another son, had been in 
St. Louis last week with power of 
attorney from his mother was ruled 
out by the Court. 

Attorneys indicated that even 
though the present suit is success- 
ful, it might be necessary for the 
plaintiff to contest another will 
said to have been made in 1924 
which contains essentially the same 
previsions as the most recent one.

Treasury Department Fails 
to Furnish Definite Data 
Upon Which to Calculate 
Yields Accurately. __ 


DISPUTE. OVER 
PROBABLE RETURNS 


Sponsors of Higher Rates on 
Incomes and Estates 
Think They Are Better 
Producers Than Estimated

WASHINGTON, March 25.—In 


seeking to ascertain what new 
taxes are needed to balance the 
Federal budget, the House con- 
tinues to be seriously hampered by 
tHe failure or refusa] of the Treas- 
ury Department? to furnish defi- 
nite estimates of the amounts of 
income and estates available for 
taxation, 


Unless the House is able to ob- 
tain these figtres, it will be unable 
to determine accurately what the 
new income and estate taxes will 
yield, and hence will be unable to 
determine... how 
needed. 

It is a curious situation’ Dur- 
ing the fight over the gales tax 
the Treasury repeatedly made es- 
timates of the revenue which might 
be expected from the new income 
and estate rates. Yet, it either re- 
fused to divulge the basis on which 
these estimates were made or in- 
sisted that it did not possess them. 

How the Treasury could arrive 
at any reliable estimate of  the/ 
probable yield without knowing the 
returns from which the yield would 
be derived, remains a mystery de- 
spite all the efforts of House mer: 
bers to solve it. 

Statistics Not Forthcoming. 

When the House first kicked 
over the traces and adopted the 
LaGuardia amendment increasing 
the normal rate on incomes of more 
than $8000 from 5 to 7 per cent, 
the Treasury stated that the result 
would be an increase of not more 
than $2,000,000 in revenue, La- 
Guardia, believing the increase 
would be about £20,000,000, in- 
quired upon what statistics the 
Treasury based its estimate), but 
failed to learn, notwithstanding 
that all income tax retgirns for 
1931 were made on or before 
March 16. 

Representative Swing cf tained 
the adoption of an &mendment pro- 
viding for an increase in the sur- 
taxes on income in excess of $100,- 
000 a year, his scale culminating 
“in a rate of 65 per cent on income 
in excess of $5,000,000. On infor- 
mation available to him he esti- 
mated it would yield upward of 
$100,000,000 in increased revenue. 
Yet the Treasury insisted the new 
rates would not increase revenues 
by more than $37,000,000. 

Swing made a determined effort 
to ascertain how the Treasury ar- 
rived at its figures. He asked 
what the total income had been 
during 1931 in the brackets above 
$100,000. Under Secretary Ballan- 
tine replied that the Treasury did 
not have this information. Swing 
thereupon demanded to be told on 
what the Treasury had based its 
estimate. After some delay, Bal- 
lantine replied in a letter which 
failed to give the figures. 

The Ramseyer A nt. 

The.House also adopted the 
Ramseyer amendment, providing 
for a graduated increase in estate 
taxes, culminating in a tax of 45 
per cent on all inheritances above. 
$10,000,000. On information ob- 
tained from official sources out- 
side the Treasury, he estimated 
that his rates would yield an in-

Unable to proceed further be-

After three hours of debate yes- 
terday in which many amendments 
to the sales tax were disposed of, 
Crisp, Doughton and Republican 
Leader Snell agreed to a vote on 
the sales tax. The House unani- 
mously had agreed in the meantime 
to the committee’s amendment to 
exempt food, clothing and other 
necessaries of life from the sales 
levy. The vote was on the motion 
of Doughton to strike the enacting 
clause of the manufacturers levy 
from the- bill. 

' Before it w4s taken, Crisp told 
the House he had accepted the re- 
sponsibility of handling the bill in 
the absence of the chairman, who 
is ill, nad that he felt the sales tax 
was the most equitable method of 
raising the revenue needed to bal- 
ance the budget. 

Closing for the opponents, La 
Guardia said, “this is one time

Opponents Demonstrate. 
Sales tax opponents started a 
demonstration and Representative 
Bankhead (Dem.) Alabama, who 
was presiding, was unable to bring 
the House under control. 

In a final effort to stave off im- 
pending defeat, Majority Leader 
Rainey pleaded for support of the 
sales levy, declaring “every busi- 
ness in the country is depressed 
because this Government has not 
been able to sell its securities at 
the price they should bring.”

Reginald McKenha of the Midland

a request by Chairman Somers .of

Similar requests were sent by 
Somers to government officials or 
economists of several countries. 
Sir Reginald’s reply, the first re- 
ceived, expressed the opinion ‘that 
a reasonable stability can be given 
to the value of silver only through 
international action.” 

The committee heard today from 
Prof. E. W. Kemmerer of Prince- 
ton Univeristy an analysis of the 
cause of the decrease in world 
business. Dr. Kemmerer disagreed 
Leon, committee 
economist, that big sales of silver 
had caused the metal’s , present 
trouble. 

“Tf silver is going down and wise 
people know it, they sell silver,” 
Dr. Kemmerer said. “That doesn’t 
cause a fall in the price, but antici- 
pates the fall. 

“It is only natural that if you 

think it is going up, you buy; if 
you think it is going down, you 
sell.” 
“Leon remarked that late in 1925 
China was notified a royal commis- 
sion sitting in London intended to 
put India on a gold standard, so 
India ‘“‘was entering the market as 
a formidable seller of silver.”

For example, the $194,000,000 
estate of Payne Whitney was, sub- 
ject to a Fedéral tax of $7,378,000 
and state taxes of $29,498,000. Un- 
der the new maximum, the estate 
would pay approximately the same 
state taxes but would be subject to 


a Federal tax of $53,455,000, more 
than seven times larger. 

These figures, as approximations 
based on the gross estate, are 
reached in the follewing way: The 
gross Federal tax, under the pres-

Deductions for Taxes. 

As taxpayers may deduct up to 
80 per cént from Federal estate tax 
on account of inheritance taxes 
paid to states, most states have tax 
rates which bring them 80 per cent 
of present Federal rates. Thus, 
the net Federal tax was $7, $73,000, 
or 20 per cent of $36,865,000, and 
the state taxes were $29,492,000, or 
80 per cent of $36,865,000. 

Under «the amendment, which 
would operate-as a sort of Federal 
surtax, the states would get about 
the same amount, but the Federal 
Government would get not only the 
20 per cent as under the present 
law but the remaininder, in this 
instance $46,082,000.

The ratio of Federa. income 
from -new rates to that from pres- 
ent rates, usi Ramseyer’s esti- 
mate of $35,000,000 from present 
rates, would be between 7 and 8 to 
1 as exemplified in the four cases 
cited. These estates, however, 
would not have as great a value 
today due to shrinkage in securi- 
ties and ‘e property. 

The Ramseyer amendment would 
subject all estates of more than 
$50,000 to a graduated Federal tax, 
under a scale starting at 1 per cent 
of the firs: $10,000 and culminat- 
ing in a tax of 45 per cent on all 
above $10,001,000. 


The present law subjects estates 
of more than $100,000 to a grad- 
wated Federai tax beginning at 1 
per cent of the first $50.000, and 
ciiminating in a tax vf 20 per cent 
on all over $10,000,000.

NO COAT GEORGE FURY 
HELD FOR GAMBLING 


Arrested After Man Says He 
Lost $140 at ‘‘Welfare 
Association.”’ 


George Fury, gambler known as 
‘No Coat George,” was arrested 
yesterday at the “Seventeenth Ward 
Social and Welfare Association,” 
2846 Olive street, after John A. 


Boyle, a railroad engineer, com- 
plained he lost 3140 Wednesday 
afternoon in a dice game conducted 
by Fury at the club. 

Since last December police have 
had the club under surveillance in 
the hope of obtaining evidence in 
support of their suspicions that the 
place is a gambling house. Fury 
was arrested on several occasions 
while entering the place, but was 
released for lack of evidence. 

Detectives reported that on 
visits to the club they were greeted 
by Elmer Kiel, son of the Police 
Board head and former Mayor, 
who informed them that an attor- 
ney had advised the club members 
not to let the police in. 

Police Capt. Wetzel, who. ar- 
rested Fury and a man describing 
himself as Charles Cooney of 1429 
Market street, said he was admitted 
to the first floor of the club, but 
did not attempt io reach the upper 
floors, because the stairs - were 
guarded by locked doors, and he 
had no evidence to justify his forc- 
ing the doors. Fury and Cooney 
were booked “suspected of setting 
up a gambling device.” They were 
released on bond. 

Boyle, who gave his address as 
3539 Caroline street, told police 
that he had played dice at the club 
on a dozen occasions. He said he 
made his complaint after Fury re- 
fused to lend him: $70 to pay rent 
and grocery bills following the loss 
of the $140. 

The charter for the club was is- 
sued by Circuit Judge Killoren last 
October on recommendation of 
Milton F. Napier, an attorney ap- 
pointed by the court to investigate 
the organization. The charter ap- 
plication stated that the purposes 
of the association were “education, 
beneficial recreation, and to en- 
courage debating, reading, and lit- 
erature.” The petition stated that 
chess, checkers, and other lawful 
games would be permitted. Dues 
are $10 a year, according to the 
articles of incorporation. Boyle 
said he was admitted on Fury’s 


recognition.

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ALDERMEN DEFER 
CONSIDERATION OF 
SFRVICE CAR BILLS 


Committee Postpones Ac- 
tion Until Monday Fol- 
lowing Hearing on Two 
Proposed Regulatory 
Measnres. 


Consideration of two drastic 


service car regulation measures Was 
deferred until Monday by the Leg- 
islative Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen, following a public hear- 
ing yesterday at which several 
hugdred Public Service Co. em- 
ployes appeared to advocate the 
bills. 

The floor and balcony of the al- 
dermanic chamber were crowded 
with motormen, conductors, bus 
drivers and a sprinkling of other 


Public Service Co. employes, some 
being accompanied by their wives 
and children. They began arriving 
at noon, two hours before the hear- 
ing opened, but many departed tor 
lack of room. 

All the company workers wore 
diamond-shaped badges, on Which 
were printed in purple ink, “km- 
ployes’ Transportation League.” 
Such badges were worn also by 
Stanley Clarke, president of he 
company; 8S. W. Greenland, vice 
president and general manager, and 
Walter R. Moynihan, treasurer. 
who were listeners. Many of those 
present booed Harry J. Cantwell, 
attorney for the United Service Car 
Co., and Daniel Murphy, president 
of Central Trades & Labor Union, 
who opposed the bills, but cheered 
advocates. About 25 ‘service car 
drivers attended. . 

What Measures Provide. 

One of the measures, introduced 
by. Mayor Miller, would provide 
for thorough regulation of the serv- 
ice car business, in much detail. 
The other, by Alderman Schwartz, 
would prohibit service cars from 
entering the congested business 
district. The city already has an 
ordinance providing some regula- 
tion for service cars. 

City Counselor Muench, who 
drafted the Mayor’s bill, explained 
to the committee that the object 
was to equalize regulation of all! 
transportation agencies, and to 
give the city positive contro! of 
service cars. A representative of 
the Safety Council approved safe- 
ty features of the Mayor's bill, to 
which virtually all the discussion 
was devoted, and suggested several] 
additional safety clauses, which 
were published yesterday. A Real 
Estate Exchange representative 
said all types of transportation 
shoruld be subjected to reasonable 
regulation and expressed fear that 
removal of a service car line, 
which can be effected without of- 
ficial consent, might injure prop- 
erty values. 

Taxicab Companies for Bill. 

H. M. Nelson, president of the 
carmen’s union, attacked the “un- 
fair and unregulated competition” 
of service cars and said his men 
were interested in the bills because 
of fear the competition would de- 
stroy some of their jobs. Oliver 
T. Remmers, attorney for the union 
of People’s Motorbus Co. employes, 
declared his clients favored strict 
regulation of service cars. J. D. 
Gregg, speaking for the two larg- 
est taxicab companies, approved 
the bills, saying service cars pro- 
vided “unfair competition” for taxi- 
cabs. Capt. John Y. Goodin of the 
Traffic Bureau said the police were 
interested only in preventing con- 
gestion and accidents due to service 
cars, and suggested barring these 
vehicles . from lower Washington 
avenue in the evening rush period. 

Cantwell repeated arguments in 
Support of service cars, denying 
they were in competition with trol- 
leys and busses. He asserted the 
Public Service employes were 
forced to attend the hearing and 
to solicit signatures to petitions for 
the bills, which were displayed. He 
said there was no public demand 
for further service-car regulation 
nor public complaint against the 
cars. Cantwell answered various 
specific criticisms of the service- 
car business. Murphy asserted that

UP PLANE TO PROVE 
IT IS ‘CRASH-PROOF” 


Inventor Takes Off on Cliff Af. 
ter Police Steal Wings 
‘To Prevent Suieide ’ 


By the Associated Press. 

GRASSE, France, March 25.—A 
French inventor, Albert Sauvant. 
evaded police long enough to crack 
up purposely in his “crash-proof’’ 
airplane, and was alive today to 
pronounce it a success. 

Sauvant has long been trying to 
test his ship, which was modeled 
on a strange shock-absorbing theo- 
ry, but every time he tried to ride 
it into a nose dive the police inter- 
fered to keep him from “commit- 
ting suicide.”’ 

As if to show them it was all 
right, Sauvant made a model plane, 
and crashed it with a lamb inside. 
The lamb survived the ordeal, but 
even then the police demurred. 
Sauvant insisted. The police re- 
moved the wings and landing gear 
on the premise that thus stripped 
an airplane is not an airplane.

At the height of its boom just 
two years ago Missouri-Kansas 
stock sold as high as $36.

The grand jury held that the 
youthful president—he will be 386 
years old next July—and his staff 
misrepreserted the backing of their 
company, paid stock dividends al- 
though earnings warranted sone.

value of their property, and spent 
$35,000,000 in supporting the mar- 
ket of the stock while it advanced 
Steadily from $20 to $36 a share 
from Jan. 1 to June 16, 1930.

Crandall and James F. McMannon. 

The indictments came after per-

IN RECEIVERSHIP 


Seneca Taylor Placed in 
Charge of Fairmont, 
Which, It Is Alleged Has 
Defaulted on Bonds. 


The Fairmont Hotel, Maryland 
and Euclid avenues, was placed 
in receivership yesterday on the 
petition of the owner of a default- 
ed mortgage bond. Six other large 
hotels in St. Louis financed by real 
estate mortgage bond issues now in 
défault are in receivership, three 
have been sold through foreclosure 
and receivership suits are pending 
against four others. 

Seneca C. Taylor, attorney, was 
appointed receiver for the Fair- 
mont by Circuit Judge Hoffmeis- 
ter. William Kohn and Herbert 
S. Hadley were named attorneys 
for the receiver. 

The suit was brought two weeks 
ago by Mrs. Carrie Lang of the 
Congress Hotel. Default on the 
bonds eccurred Feb. 15, she al- 
leged, when interest was not paid 
and $17,000 of the issue which ma- 
tured was not retired. 

Title to the property, Mrs. Lang 
alleged, is held by the Fidelity 
Mortgage Corporation, controlled 
by Fidelity Bond and Mortgage Co., 
which is in receivership. The con- 
struction of the hotel, a 10-story 
building, was financed in 1923 by 
a $300,000 bond issue sold to the 
public by Fidelity Bond and Mort- 
gage Co. 

The other hotels in receivership 
are the Chase, Claridge, Fair- 
grounds, Gatesworth, Mayfair and 
Mark Twain. Suits asking that re- 
ceivers be appointed are pending 
against the Coronado, Forest Park, 
Lennox and Northwestern. The 
Roosevelt, Hamilton and Delmonte 
hotels have been sold under fore- 
closure for the benefit of bond- 
holders. 

Mark Twain Hotel Ordered Sold 
Under Foreclosure May 2 

The Mark Twain Hotel, Eighth 
and Pine streets, will be sold at 
foréclosure May 2 on the steps of 
the Civil Courts Building under the 
terms of a decree entered yestler- 
day by Circuit Judge Hall. 

J. E. Lehman, trustee under the 
$850,000 first mortgage bond issue 
sold to the nublic four years ago 
by Strauss Bros. Investment Co. of 
Chicago to finance its construction, 
was appointed special commission- 
er to conduct the sale. 

Interest on the bonds has not 
been paid for several years and 
the claims of bondholders now tota:; 
$1,085,000. There is a prior claim 
of $100,000, representing judgment 
obtained by creditors holding me- 
chanics’ liens. 

The hotel has been in recelver- 
ship since Jan. 23, 1931, when sam- 
uel I. Sievers, an attorney, and 
Charles F. Levy, president of the 
Mark Twain Hotel Co., which holds 
title to the property, were appoint- 
ed to take charge. Levy recently 
resigned. 

With the foreclosure decree 
there was filed in court yesterday 
a norder authorizing the reeciver 
to lease the property at a minimum 
rental of $50,000 a year. It was 
stipulated that the proposed lease, 
with a company to be formed by 
Picks Hotel Co. and Sweet Hotels. 
Inc., had been approved by the 
Bondholders’ Protective Commit- 
tee, which is said to represent 
holders of about 90 per cent of 
the bonds.

Alice Roosevelt Longworth, widow 
of the late Speaker; Sir Willmot 
Lewis, the London Times corre- 
spondent; Ben Lyon, movie actor, 
and others. 

Police, however, predicted an 
early arrest. They are working on 
the theory that one man was re- 
sponsible for several, if not all, 
of the notes, which involved a 
threat to kidnap Willmott’s young 
son unless $1500 were paid. 

A police guard was placed at his 
home, and detectives also are 
watching the home of Mrs. Long- 
worth. She, too, was told to pay 
$1500, but Paulina, her 7-year-old 
daughter, was not threatened di- 
rectly. 

Definite instructions were fre- 
ceived by her twige as to how to 
pay the money. An agent followed 
the instructions, driving slowly in 
7a. taxicab by the chosen spot for 
depositing the amount, but the 
promised signal for the extortion- 
ist did not develop. 

The*Lewis case bothered police 
most, as the threats have been 
direct, with two letters and a tele- 
phone call. The notes in this and 
the Longworth case were taken to 
the Bureau of Standards for a com- 
parison to determine whether one 
person was responsible for both. 

In the case of Ben Lyon, a note 
demanding $500 and threatening 
the safety of his child was received 
by him recently while he was at a 
local hotel] with his wife, Bebe Dan- 
iels.

GREEN AND LA GUARDIA ASSAIL 
PLAN 10 CUT FEDERAL PAY 


Labor Head and Congressman Ad- 
dress Meeting of 100 Union 
Legislative Representatixes. 

By the Associated Presse, 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—La- 

bor organized yesterday for its 
fight against attempts to reduce 
the pay of Federal employes. At 
the call of William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Fedération 
of Labor, more than 100 union leg- 
islative representatives assembled 
and interrupted speeches by Green 
and Representative LaGuardia 
(Rep.), New York, with spirited 
applause. 
Green denounced the pay cut 
proposals as efforts to reduce the 
remuneration not only of Govern- 
ment employes but of all workers. 
The Federation, he said, is going 
to use all its force against “any 
attempt to reduce the American 
Standard of living.”” LaGuardia 
said the pay cut proposals were 
not really economy méasures and 
that the “cry for maintaining the 
standard of living’ which was 
raised when tha Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill was under consideration 
should be applied now. 

After his address at the labor 
meeting, Green renewed his pro- 
tests against Federal pay cuts over 
the National Broadcasting System. 

“A reduction in the salaries of 
Government workers would greatly 
influence employers engaged in 
private industry .to impose reduc- 
tions in wages paid their employ- 
es,”” he said. 


CARUSO’S WIDOW REINSTATED 


Court Vacates Order Removing Her 
Guardian for Daughter. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—Enrico 
Caruso’s widow, Mrs. Dorothy Ca- 
ruso Ingram, was reinstated yester- 
day as general guardian for their 
12-year-old daughter, Gloria. Sur- 
rogate James Foley removed Mrs. 
Ingram as general guardian on pe- 
tition of Warren C. Fielding, an at- 
torney, who was appointed special 
guardian. Fielding protested Mrs. 
Ingram had not filed an accounting 
of the properties left to the child 
by her father for the year 1930. 

In her answer the mother stated 
that she and Gloria were residents 
of Cannes, France, and that the 
child owned no’ property in the 
United States. After the liabilities 
and assets of the properties had 
béen accounted for, Fielding peti- 
tioned the Court to vacate the old 
ofder, which was done.

Funeral services for Alderman 
George Meisinger, who died yester- 
day at his home of hardening of 
the arteries, will be held Monday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock at Scottish 
Rite Cathedral. 

Mre Meisinger was 60 years old, 
and lived at 3339 Illinois avenue.

Mr. Meisinger became commit- 
teeman from his ward in 1908, and 
wes associated politically with 
Otto Hampe. In 1920 he succeed- 
ed Hampe as Alderman and Hampe 
became Public Administrator. Be- 
tween them they continued to con- 
trol the political .situation in the 
ward, choosing their followers for 
the committee posts, until several 
years ago, when  Oliie Kratz, 
nephew of Charles Kratz, -~South 
St. Louis politician, was elected to 
the committee. 

In Republican politics Mr. Mei- 
singer was independent of the 
City Hall group and supported for- 
mer Mayor Kiel against Mayor Mil- 
ler in their contest for the Repub- 
Jican nomination for Mayor. In 
retaliation, the committee opposed 
Meisinger’s candidacy for renomi- 
nation last year, but he was suc- 
cessful after a close contest. 

In addition to his civic duties, 
he was’ superintendent of the 
Wrought Iron Range Co. and vice 
president and treasurer of St. Louis 
Heating Co. 


BODY OF STRANGLED MAN

Identified by. Badges as Employe 
of Contracting Firm Now

NEW YORK, March 25.—The 
body of a man with a bullet wound 
under the left arm and a piece of 
heavy twine wrapped twice around 
the neck was found in a driveway 
in a fashionable section of Brook- 
lyn today.

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COURT REIECTS LC. 
CLAIM FOR $1 321,112 


U: S. Appellate Bench Bars De- 
mand for Over-Payment to 
Great Northern. 


——————— 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in a decision filed yes- 
terday at the Federal Building, sus- 
tains the ruling of a district court 
in Minneapolis which held that the 
Government cannot collect $1,321,- 
112 from the Great Northern Rail- 
road. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission claimed that amount as 
an overpayment made to the rail- 
road in compensation for its oper- 
ation by the Government during 
the World War. The claim, with 
interest, amounted to nearly $2,- 
000,000. 

Judge Van Valkenburgh wrote 
opinion in which Judges Kenyon 
and Gardner concur. It refers to 
a previous decision’ of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Washington, 
which found for the Government 
against the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, but in that case, the opinion 
states, there was an implied agree- 
ment that the railroad would re- 
bate any overpayment. 

The Court in reaching its decis- 
ion went beyond the language of 
the transportation act and said: 
“The debates attending its passage 
are instructive as emphasizing the 
predicament of the railroads and 
reveal clearly the true legislative 
intent. 

“Tt was contended by some ob- 
jecting members that carriers re- 
ceiving partial payments in advance 
of final settlements should give se- 
curity and contract to repay any 
amount received in excess of their 
guarantees. This position finally 
was presented in the form of an 
amendment in the House by Bark- 
ley of Kentucky and the amend- 
ment was lost, 115 votes to 65, the 
House standing firmly by the po- 
sition that to make this relief ef- 
fective the partial payments made 
should Wwe binding on the Govern- 
ment and that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should be relied 
upon to protect its interests, 


Because of the importance of the 
issues involved, Judge Van Valken- 
burgh wrote, the opinion § carried 
the discussion beyond the limits re- 
quired for a decision.

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England Puts Dole on Firm Basis 
Again; Few Complaints Over Cuts 


Only $1,000,000 a Week Now Borrowed for 
Payments—Former Seven-Day Deficit 
Was $5,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 25. — Britain’s 


unemployment insurance scheme is 


getting back on a firm basis after 
many hard months of insolvency. 


Last summer, when the nation 
encountered its most serious crisis, 
the dole wasn’t making ends meet 
by about a million pounds a week. 
which meant then, roughly, $5,900,- 
000. 

This was because the original 
terms of the plan had been so ex- 
tended that it was no longer an 
unemployment insurance, as actu- 
aries would look at it: it» had be- 
come a vast public relief scheme, 

This money was borrowed from 
the national Treasury and played 
a great part in the unbalanced 
budget—to say nothing of political 
speeches. 

A royal commission then inquir- 
ing into the problem made recom- 
mendations which sharply curtailed 
expenditures. The Labor Govern- 
ment then in office hesitated to 
carry these advices into effect, pre- 
sumably because most of those re- 
ceiving benefit were thought to be 
party members. 

Reason for the Change. 

The new Government—national 
in name but with an overwhelming 
Conservative majority in Parlia- 
ment—had no such qualms. Most 
of the recommendations have been 
put into effect, and as a result the 
scheme is now borrowing only a 
little more than $1,000,000 weekly. 

The length of unemployment in- 
surance benefit has been severely 
limited to the original 26 weeks, 
The contributions of employers. 
employes and the state have been 


increased. The benefits have been 
cut down. 

Under a means test, inquiring 
into the income of the recipient, 
many claimants have been disal- 
lowed, and 141.000 married women 
have been dropped from the rolls. 
There have been economies in ad- 
ministration as well. 

No unemployed who are destitute 
are being deprived of their only 
means of livelihood, according to 
officials. What happens is that, 
after their legitimate 26 weeks’ 
period on the dole is exhausted, 
they receive their dole out of the 
national funds, as distinct from 
those of the insurance system. 

Books Look Better. 

So far as the drain on the na- 
tional Treasury is concerned this 
is only a. matter of bookkeeping. 
It makes the unemployment insur- 
ance books look better, however. 

®:- the time the Commission of 
Inquiry makes its final report this 
spring the unemployment §insur- 
ance officials are hopeful of being 
almost solvent again. 

Most of this change-over has 
been accomplished smoothly. There 
have been some minor riots, some 
protests and some hardship, but no 
concentrated, tremendous demon- 
strations such as were feared. 

Unemployed who no longer are 
paid through the insurance scheme 
still call at the labor exchanges for 
their money and are paid in the 
same way. They are just as eligi- 
ble for employment as any other 
and are still carried on the regis- 
ters. This keeps them in touch 
and at least helps the illusion that 
it is insurance benefits, not charity, 
they are getting.

In Trapani Life-Sized Carved Wood 
Statues of Bible Characters Are 
Carried Through Streets.

ROME, March 25.—In Good Fri- 


day observances in Rome today 
processions moved to the churches 


of St. Peter’s, St. John’s and Holy 
Cross, where holy relics were on 
display. Thousands crowded the 
stairs next to St. John Latern 
Church, reputedly the stairs Jesus 
ascended in Pontius Pilate’s house 
after He had been crowned with 
thorns. Tradition has it that St. 
Helena, mother of the first Chris- 
tian Emperor of Rome, Constan- 
tine, brought the-statrs to Rome 
from Jerusalem. 

Worshipers ascended the steps on 
their knees, stopping on each step 
to recite a prayer, at the top of 
the stairs they knelt before a little 
chapel containing a painting of 
Christ supposed to have been made 
by St. Luke on wood. 

Between noon and 3 p. m., the 
hours when Christ hung on the 
cross, nearly everyone in Rome was 
either at church or at home. 

In Trapani, Sicily, in accordance 
with an anci_nt custom, there were 
carried through the streets in an 
enormous procession 20 life-sized 
carved wood statues of the charac- 
ters in Christ’s passion. They were 
more than 300 years old, and rep- 
resented the sixteenth century in- 
stead of Biblical times.

Flour enough to feed 688,000 
persons for 90 days and enough 
grain to feed about 435,000 head of 
stock for 60 days has been author- 
ized for free distribution in the 17 
states comprising the Midwestern 
Red Cross area, with scores of ap- 
plications yet to be examined. Some 
emergency shipments have been 


made and others are expected to 
begin within a few days. 

Regional headquarters at 1709 
Washington boulevard has directed 
the shipment of 136,351 barrels of 
flour to 253 communities through- 
out the area, more than three times 
the amount authorized nine days 
ago when relief applications first 
began to arrive. 

Work of distribution still is in a 
preliminary stage since more than 
1000 chapters in the area, which 
reaches from North Dakota to 
Texas and Wyoming to Michigan, 
have yet to list the requirements of 
their communities for free flour 
from the Farm Board's 40,000,000 
bushels of wheat held in a vain ef- 
fort to keep up the price. About 
620,000 bushels have been allocated 
by headquarters here. Shipments 
are handled through national emer- 
gency distribution headquarters at 
Chicago.

Percy H. Johnston of Chem- 
‘ical Bank in New York. 
Asserts More Laws Won’t 
Cure Financial Ills.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The 
Glass banking revision bill was op- 
posed before a Senate committee 
today by Percy H. Johnston, presi- 
dent of the Chemical Bank & Trust 
Co., New York. with the assertion 
its ‘“‘passage at this time would de- 
stroy ail effect of the remedial 
measures looking to an end of de- 
flation.”’ 

“It is too much to hope,” he 
said, “that good banking can be 
brought about by legislation. . . 

“More laws will not effect a 
cure.” 

He contended the bill would 
“pring about a large deflation.”’ 

A statement that information of 
the National Credit Corporati@n 
last October by bankers was not 
‘voluntary’ but was undertaken on 
the assurance of President Hoo- 
ver that the Reconstruction § Fi- 
nance Corporation would be 
formed to take over its work was 
made before the committee by 
Johnston.

Says New Organization Offers 
Only Hope for Restoring Goy- 
ernment to People.

NEW YORK, March 25.—Dr. 


John Dewey, chairman of the 
League for Independent Political 
Action, told the kcgue last night 
that the “only hope for restoring 
Government to the service of the 
people” lay in formation of a third 
party. 

He presented a four-year plan, 
which he said was prepared by 
more than 100 economists and 
other experts, providing for Fed- 
eral relief of unemployment, taxa- 
tion of personal incomes and es- 
tates at steeply progressive rates to 
avoid a sales tax, and <« low tariff. 

Condemning both major parties, 
he said there was room “both for 
paternalism and maternalism in 
Federal Government, and. this 
would be better than Government 
by cash register for the pecuniary 
profit of a small group.” 

Describing existing tariffs as “a 
declaration of economic war,” he 
said “the present political system 
is collapsing of its own rotten- 
ness.””

States Senator Burton K. Wheeler 
(Dem.), of Montana, declaring that 
“the people of the Middlewest ar> 
on the verge of revolt,” announced 
“today that he would introduce in 
Congress within the next few days 
a farmers’ reconstruction finatice 


bill similar to the measure rec >nt- 
ly enacted for the benefit of fi- 
nancial institutions. 

He said it contained almost Men- 
tically the same provisions the ad- 
ministration put in its own bill for 
financial relief. : 

“Something has got to be done,” 
said Wheeler, “to refinance the 
farmers. Otherwise they will lose 
their farms and move to the cities, 
thereby increasing unemployment.” 

“My bill will provide for loans 
to farmers, so they can save their 
farms, at the same interest rate 
now charged by the reconstruction 
finance corporation to financial fn- 
stitutions. 

“The general feeling in the 
Northwest and the Middlewest is 
that the administration’s relief 
measures adopted by Congress have 
not been of any benefit to the small 
business man, to the laboring man 
or the farmer. 

“They feel that President Hoo- 
ver’s idea has been to help those 
at the top, and that he has helped 
the bankers, the railroads, and the 
insurance companies, but that none 
of this has or is likely to seep down 
so that the small business man or 
the farmer will get any benefit 
from it. 

“The banks out there are not 
functioning, so far as the farmers 
are concerned.”

READ with a great deal of. interest the 
J speech made by John S. Leahy some 

few days ago concerning real estate 
bonds. I believe that the trust compa- 
nies of St. Louis should offer some ex- 
planation as to their procedure in the 
operation of their protective committees. 

I have been told that jt has been their 
practice for years never to make a first 
mortgage real estate loan for more than 
65 per cent of a fair appraisal. Also 
they claim that they never offer a loan 
for sale until the building is completed, 
sO that there will be no question as to 
the amount of security behind the loan. 

I am told further that protective com- 
mittees are composed of a representative 
of the trust company and a majority of 
actual bondholders, to guard against any 
settlement being made to favor the com- 
pany over the interests of the bondhold- 
ers. Also, that the company serves with- 
out fee, and on final settlement the bond- 
holder réceives the full amount of re- 
covery after taking out actual expenses. 

I believe that, in justice to our local 
financial institutions, this matter de- 
serves discussion, and if advantage has 
been taken of the public, they should be 
exposed.

THE PEOPLE WIN. 
: The lower House of Congress bas stricken the sales 
tax from the revenue bill by a vote of 223 to 153. 

In achieving this great popular victory, the bi-par- 
tisan majority has assumed the grave responsibility 
of framing a tax measure which will balance the 
Federal budget. 

The Post-Dispatch has believed from the outset that 
it would be a mistake to levy a general sales tax 
upon the country, and it has given its reasons for 
that belief: 

1. The tax would have increased the cost of living 
and therefore injured general trade, which is in no 
condition -t6 assume additional handicaps. 

2. It was unfair and undemocratic to tax the neces- 
saries of life, which both the employed and the un- 
employed require, without first having exhausted 
every possibility of collecting the money needed by 
the Government from other available sources. 

We have never heard any successful contradiction 
of either of these points, and there was none in Con- 
gress. The impressive effectiveness of both first 
drove the House into revolt against the bill reported 
by the Ways and Means Comimittee, and then resulted 
in the removal of the sales tax and the inclusion 
of higher income and estate taxes. 

The House must consider now the revenue-raising 
powers of these measures. It cannot leave to chance 
such an important matter as balancing the Federal 
budget. It may become necessary to put a sales tax 
on luxuries. If so, luxury taxes, like income taxes, 
can be adjusted to the necessities of an emergency. 

In refusing to pass the revenue bill as it came 
from the Ways and Means Committee, the House has 
regained that usefulness for which it was designed 
by the Constitution. The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee had betrayed the people. It proposed to make 
wages bear the larger share of the burden in 
balancing the budget, leaving surplus income with no 
more responsibility to the country at a time of need 
than to pay a nominal part of its due. 

It is often said that there is no distinction between 
the two major political parties, and this battle proved 
it. Democrats joined with Republicans in framing 
the tax bill, and when the division came on the-floor 
of the House, party lines were destroyed. 

Yesterday’s vote in the House ought to be salutary. 

The long reign of privilege in the United States has 
at last undone us all. The richest nation in the 
world, we present the paradox of a Government def- 
icit, most of the states in debt and some of the 
cities bankrupt, while charity feeds many of our more 
than 8,000,000 unemployed. 
It is special privilege conferred by Government 
that has brought us to this‘anomalous pass. While 
Congress served the privileged and predatory inter- 
ests, the people drifted into penury. 

We must about-face, which is just what Congress 
is doing. More power to it. 
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A FIELD PROBLEM IN SOCIOLOGY. 

Two hundred Bastern college students assembled 
today in Knoxville, Tenn., on a mission the like of 
which American college students probably never be- 
fore have undertaken. These young men and women 
were on their way to Harlan and Bell counties, in 
Kentucky, to see for themselves what conditions are 
in the coal fields of that section. From Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton, Columbia, New York University, the 
College of the City of New York, Smith and Hunter 
colleges, they will continue the focus of public opin- 
ion placed upon that war-torn area by the publicity 
attending the recent visits of writers and investi- 
gators. That they are taking a risk these college 
students are fully aware. It is no lark they have em- 
barked upon, but instead a visit to a sociological Jab- 
oratory, where the results of greed run rife are on 
display. What they learn during the Easter vaca- 
tion may prove the most lasting lesson of their col- 
lege careers. At any rate, they are thinking for 
themselves in terms of a better United-States. Doing 
so, they set an example for the engineering and law 
students at the University of Missouri, whose petty 
interests brought disgrace to Columbia the other 
night. 
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THAT KNICKERBOCKER CLUB AFFAIR. 

That was a shocking affair at the Knickerbocker 
Whist Club at Newton, Mass., when a gentleman who 
still adheres to auction spoke of contract as a game 
of, for and by imbeciles, Naturally enough, the pro- 
ponent of contract resented the aspersion, and pres- 
ently he found himself out in the street nursing a 
jaggedly gashed cheek and gazéng on an overcoat 
mutilated beyond repair. Meantime, unusual and vio- 
lent experiences befell the auction champion, and 
when subsequently the warriors, appearing before 
the court, were fined and sentenced to the work- 
hduse, they may well have suspected that they had 
jointly and severally defended their convictions 
with a zeal worthy of a nobler cause. What trans- 
pired afterward within the-solemn portals of the 
Knickerbocker Whist Club has not been reported, but 
it is a fair presumption that the atmosphere was sur- 
charged with the broad “a’s” and superfluous “r’s” 
of Puritanical discourse, There is nothing to be 
gained, obviously, by dwelling on this unseemly in- 
cident. What must be patent to all thoughtful per- 
sons is that the relative merits of the two games 
of bridge cannot be determined by appeals to force. 
The point at issue, if there is a point, is necessarily 
metaphysical—a delicate abstraction, to be weighed 
and appraised, if At all, only in the scales of learned 
profundity. Yet, deplorable as the controversy was, 
and yielding to none in our censure of it, it was a 
rattling good fight, which anyone, whether a bridge 
player or not, would have thoroughly enjoyed. 
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GRAF ZEPPELIN BEHIND. SCHEDULE. 

With the arrival of spring, robins and dirigibles 
begin flying about, and the vernal equinox has been 
duly inaugurated at ‘Pernambuco, Brazil, with the 
arrival of the Graf Zeppelin on its first flight of the 
season. It arrived several hours behind schedule, 
however, and that seems to have been the only star- 
tling feature of its flight, for its chronicling occupied 
only 10 lines in the day’s news. So confident are 
the Graf's backers that they have actually issued a 
schedule of its prospective journeyings, Deutsche 
Verkehrsblaetter, published in Berlin, carried it under 
a Friedrichshafen dateline with the statement, “The 
Zeppelin Airship Construction Co. and the Ham- 
burg-America Line announce the first regular airship 
schedule in the history of the world's traffic.” The 
timetable announces three more round trips after 
the completion of the present one, leaving the home 
port April 3, April 17 and May 1. re

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MISSOURI'S JOB. 

Missouri is suffering from a multiplicity of boards 
and bureaus. We have something like 141 govern- 
mental agencies, many of them, as the Kansas City 
‘Times says, “obsolete, duplicating, unworkable and 
wasteful,” and, all told, they impose a crushing tax 
burden on the people. 

Senator Dearmont is discussing this condition in 
his canvass for the- nomination for Governor, and 
engages to remedy it, if given the authority. Just 
how that authority can be vested in htm, he does not 
say. One thing is certain: his election to the gover- 
norship would not confer that authority. We have 
been hearing about the chaotic, extravagant, unbusi- 
ness-like management of the State’s affairs for a long 
time. In 1920, when Mr. Hyde was a candidate, he 
was going to reorganize the system at Jefferson City, 
and as Governor he did make recommendations to 
that end, to which, however, the Legislature turned a 
deaf ear. That happy interlude for the professional 
politicians known as the Baker administration was 
a riot of extravagance and mismanagement, and Mr. 
Caulfield entered upon his duties in the determined 
hope of simplifying the processes and curbing waste. 
But the costs have piled up, and the boards, bureaus 
and commissions all continue to operate at the same 
old stand, and the people pay the freight. 

The people will continue to pay the freight as 
long as they wear party labels and decline to vote 
with intelligent discrimination. It is vitally impor- 
tant, of course, that the Governor be a man of char- 
acter and capacity, for he must furnish the leader- 
ship; but no Governor, however equipped to serve 
the popular welfare, can accomplish much except he 
have a Legislature able and willing to co-operate. If 
the people of Missouri will elect men to the Legisla- 
ture who realize that the Jefferson City system is 
a wasteful, intolerable abomination, that it has got 
to be cleaned up, that useless boards must be abol- 
ished, that the public business must be reorganized 
on anv<efficiency basis—if the people will elect that 
kind of Legislature, the thing will be done. It will 
not be done until they do. 

It is not an impossible task. There are capable, 
disinterested public servants in every session of our 
Legislature, who can be depended upon, regardless 
of party, to support any sound program for reducing 
the waste of the people’s money and providing relief 
from excessive taxation. They are, unfortunately, in 
the minority. Give them a majority, and we shall 
get somewhere, and get there quickly. And if any con- 
stituency may be directly addressed in this connec- 
tion it is the people of the two big cfties—St. Louis 
and Kansas City. If they will quit the sheep-like 
practice of accepting the legislative candidates picked 
by the party machines and choose Senators and Rep- 
resentatives concerned solely with serving the pub- 
lic interest, the semi-leieure class at Jefferson City, 
on part-time work and full-time pay, will be ousted 
from their sinecures, and Mr. Taxpayer’s dollar will 
begin to ,get something approximating value re- 
ceived. : 
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CRIMELESS MADISON COUNTY? 

Even gangsters sometimes observe the surface nice- 
ties. The other day, Circuit Judge Bernreuter, in ad- 
dressing the Madison County grand jury, reported 
that, owing to the absence of gambling and commer- 
cialized vice, he found conditions in the county quite 
pleasing. A couple of days passed and the bullet- 
riddled bodies of two Collinsville men were found 
along a road near Collinsville, which lies at the 
southern edge of Madison County. Check-up with 
the county line revealed that the spot was in St. 
Clair County, a few feet across the boundary. Since 
the bodies were found in St. Clair County, we sup- 
pose the Judge, literally speaking, is entitled to con- 
tinue viewing Madison County through his rose- 
colored glasses. Actually, as everyone who lives there 
knows, the county is still at the mercy of self-serving 
interests which follow the general practice of the 
day of making a companion of lawlessness.

Nothing better illustrates the truth of Justice 
Holmes’ famous protest, “The fourteenth amendment 
does not enact Mr. Herbert Spencer’s ‘Social Statics,’ ” 
than the enactment into law of the Norris-La Guardia 
injunction bill with the signature of President 
Hoover. 

For years the injunction has been an instrument 
to frustrate the rights of labor. Employers have 
brought pressure upon Federal Judges, and the 
Judges have yielded. Naturally, working people grew 
to feel that the courts were on the other side. Yes- 
terday, so to speak, Federal Judge Wilkerson could 
issue an injunction compelling Chicago musicians to 
remain in the theater pits after their contracts had 
expired and forbidding them to seek new terms for 
renewal. Now all this is to be changed. By their duly 
elected representatives, the people of the United States 
have declared a public policy in labor disputes. They 
have declared themselves on the side of humanity. 
In a sentence, they have shid. that the injunction is a 
proper instrument only when its need has been dem- 
onstrated, and at no other time, and that the notori- 
ous “yellow dog” contract is un-American and un- 
enforceable. ' 

The people have won an epoch-making fight, thanks 
again to that veteran battler for human rights, Sen- 
ator Norris. The die-hards will probably challenge 
the law’s constitutionality, and in the end require the 
Supreme Court to pass upon it, With Hughes, Bran- 
deis, Stone, Roberts and Cardozo on the bench, the 
people have nothing to fear. 
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AN INSTANCE OF INITIATIVE. 

The news item did not name him, but he is one 
of the thousands of St. Louis unemployed who de- 
serves to be singled out for initiative.

NE day this winter some very. small 
() cnitaren in a day nursery were found 

piling up thtir doll furniture in a little 
cart and moving it from one part of the 
room to another. Here they carefully un- 
loaded it, only in a short while to pack up 
again and trundle it to another corner. 
They did this so often and with such 
earnestness and absorption that they were 
asked what game they were playing. ‘We 
ain't got no money for the rent,” they 
answered, ‘‘so we’s moved into a new house: 
then we got the constable on us, so we's 
moving again.” And they turned back to 
their play. 

These children only reflected, of course 
the game of eluding the landlord which is 
going on all over the United States today. 
Unemployed wage earners and their families 
are playing it; social agencies and emergen- 
cy relief funds are playing it: municipalities 
are playing it. The rent strikers in some 
cities who have resisted evictions and or- 
ganized mass protests are acting on an age- 
old instinct as well as recoiling from a very 
present emergency. But today many land- 
lords are themselves of the same group as 
their tenants, and the houses they rent may 
represent the savings of a lifetime. Along 
with the eviction of tenants come fore- 
closures against landlords and forced sales 
for back taxes. By the tacit acceptance or 
evasion, a large share of the burden of in- 
dustrial unemployment has been shifted 
from industry and from the community as 
a whole, to fall upon the backs of petty real 
estate owners. 

What happens physically and mentally to 


‘a family which is evicted or lives under tha 


constant fear of eviction hasbeen brought 
out repeatedly in a study the National Fed- 
eration of Settlements is making of unem- 
ployment during the depression. To those 
of us who live in an atmosphere of unpaid 
rents, the mental strain is what seems per- 
haps the most devastating effect and 
threatens most the qualities we wish to pre- 
serve in family life. Allied with this is the 


change in attitude toward unmet obliga- ; 


tions. Added to which are the actual phys- 
ical conditions caused by overcrowding. 
These effects are so closely interwoven that 


in most family situations one finds all three.

These are bad days for everyone who’/has . 


worked and hoped for better housing. We 
see families who had come to make much 
of decency and cleanliness and who per- 
haps had added that important sign of re- 
spectability, the parlor, go back to huddle 
in the one room which some relative or 
neighbor can spare them. It’s not only that 
people and their belongings may be phys- 
ically put upon the street. What eviction 
really stands for is constant fear and in. 
security, tension which reaches thrdugh to 
the. littlest of the family’s children. 
Landlords have in many instances shown 
consideration and patience with respect to 
out-of-work tenants, letting them stay for 
months without paying anything but an odd 
dollar or two. This ts sometimes actuated, 
of course, by the fact that a vacant house 
in many of our city neighborhoods becomes 
an immediate target for destruction. Under 
whatever circumstances the tenant is al- 
lowed to stay in a house for which he pays 


« 


no rent, there can be no question that the 
sense of responsibility is weakenek And 
this happens with people who once felt just 
as definite a moral obligation toward rent 
as they did toward any other debt. 

This feeling gains force through the 
changed attitude of the community toward 
the obligation. Yesterday our case workers 
directed their efforts toward building up a 
feeling of responsibility in the families com- 
ing under their care. Today emergency re- 
lief workers are often placed in the position 
of moving families out.of houses where they 
owe several months’ rent and placing what 
money there is to spend with new land- 
lords; certainly not a practice to be favored 
from the standpoint of integrity. 

It must be remembered that it was not 
until the second winter of the depression 
that most communities started to plan for 
their unemployed. The evasion of rents by 
our emergency Organization is part of the 
spiritual price we have paid in our belated 
and short-range efforts to handle the need.

In arguments agcinst Federal aid for the 
unemployed, the words “local responsibility’”’ 
appear often and have a convincing ring. 
Unfortunately the words are used with more 
earnestness in combating Federal aid than 
in facing just how adequately the com- 
munity itself is meeting that local responsi- 
bility. Surely no city which does not con- 
sider rent as a definite part of its local 
relief program can fairly claim that its relief 
needs are being met. We may well question 
the right.any community has to say that it 
is taking care of its own when what it means 
by care is little more than the payment of 
@ grocery order. We may be sure that those 
who have lived under the fear of the con- 
stable and the sheriff for these past years 
have no such conviction. 

What we have done and left undone in 
this matter of rents exhibits tangibly ths 
weaknesses of our emergency relief when 
considered as a protection to wage earners 
against the workings of the business cycle. 
The hit-and-miss methods of the American 
dole stand out sharply against the back- 
ground of mass unemployment, but even in 
good times our American way is haphazard 
and demoralizing and no alternative to the 
European systems based on unemployment 
insurance. They do not wait for the man 
to lose his job for funds to be raised. They 
begin with human needs and set up a pre- 
arranged scheme of protection which for- 
tifies both the family and the community. 
The wage earner and his household can 
count on some measure of income into the 
out-of-work period. This means something 
to the unemployed, to the landlord, to the 
grocer, to the community all along the line. 

State and national commissions are delv- 


ing into the problem of working out systems | 


of reserves which will cover some of the 
hazards of unemployment as a charge on 
industry. They will be faced again and 
again with the very human question whether 
after all modern America can give its people 
any assurance of a roof over their heads.

siah,” and “The Good Man,” left 
here today for the United States. 
He intends, he said, to break down 
all religious barrier. destroy 
America’s materialism and  wynite 
all creeds into a common element 
of love. 

For eighi years Meher Baba has 
beer observing a “ow of. silence, 
which he said he would break on 
his arrival at Harmon, N. Y., 
where he plans to establish a spir- 
itual retreat similar to Mahatma 
Gandhi's in India. 

Giving an interview to an As- 
sociated Press correspondent by 
means of a blackboard, Meher 
Baba, who in the eyes of his fol- 
lowers has performed many mir- 
acles, said Gandhi had promised to 
join him in the United States as 


soon as Gandhi's politica! work has: 


been finished a year hence. Many 

Indians regard Meher Baba as 

Gandhi's duru, or spiritual adviser. 
Says He Is God and Man. 

Meher Baba is a Parsee, or Zo- 
roastrian, and says he is God and 
man. He explained he attained a 
superconscious state in which he 
merged into God and _ returned 
again to the universe to carry qut 
his mission of redeeming the world. 

Discussing on his blackboard the 
miracles which he allegedly has 
performed, Meher Baba wrote: 

“A person who becomes one with 
truth can accomplish anything. It 
is weakness, howcver, to perform a 
miracle only to show others one’s 


[spiritual powers. Christ, who made 
the blind see and the deaf hear and 
raised the dead to life, did nothing 
to save himself from suffering the 
agonies of the world.” 

Meher Baba said he expected to 
convert thousands of Americans 
from sin, and by faith to heal the 
sick. i 

“The only miracle for the perfect 
man to perform is to make others 
perfect too,”’ he said. “I want to 
make Americans realize the infinite 
state which I myself enjoy.” 

Realization of Mission. 

He said he first realized his mis- 
sion On earth many years ago by 
coming in contact with Baba Jan, 
the Indian saint who died recently 
in Poona at the reported age of 
130 years. 

For nine months after meeting 
Baba Jan, Meher Baba said, he lay 
in a state of coma, neither sleep- 
ing nor eating, and drinking only 
an occasional drop of water. It 
was after this, he said, he saw the 
divine light and realized his mis- 
sion to the world. He said he had 
received overwhelming offers of 
money and land from Americans 
who believe in his teachings, 

(The doctrine of Zoroaster holds 
that at the beginning of things 
there existed two spirits, good and 
evil. The history of their conflict 
is the history of man, and the soul 
of man is the object of the war. 
The. Parsees in and around Bom- 
bay have taken Zoroaster, a Per-

Pineapple Pudding. 

Three egg yolks, three-fourths 
cup granulated sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, three cups scalded 
milk, one and one-half teaspoons 
vanilla, sponge cake or lady fin- 
gers, eight slices pineapple, three 
egg whites, six tablespoons granu- 
lated sugar. 

Make a custard as follows: Beat 
egg yolks and add the three-fourths 
cup sugar and salt. Scald milk in 
top of a double boiler and pour on 
egg and sugar mixture, stirring 
constantly until sugar is dissolved. 
Return to double boiler and cook, 
stirring constantly until mixture 
coats the spoon. Remove from heat 
at once and add vdnilla. Cover 
bottom of a greased casserole with 
strips of sponge cake or lady fin- 
gers, add a layer of pineapple slices, 
arranging some around the sides of 
the dish. 

Pour a third of the custard mix- 
ture over this, then repeat process 
until casserole is filled. Bake in a 
moderate oven for 20 minutes. 
Meanwhile make a meringue by 
beating egg whites until stiff and 
adding the six tablespoons sugar. 
Arrange meringue on baked pud- 
ding and bake in a slow oven for 
15 minutes until browned. 


MACARONI AND SPAGHETTI

PLANNING THE MENU: 
RECIPES FOR WEEK 


Easter Dinner Is the Big Event 
and Special Delicacies 
Are Listed. 


Why not have a roast capon for 
Easter Sunday dinner as a very 
special treat? It costs a little more 
than chicken, but it is meatier, so 


the expense is not really much 
more when this is taken into con- 
sideration. 

An Easter salad, and a straw- 
berry cup to open the dinner will 
make it still more a real feast for 
the family. 

Stuff the capon with a well-sea- 
soned bread stuffing and roast in 
the usual manner. Corn custard 
is a good vegetable to serve with 
it and it may be baked in the oven 
during the last 50 minutes of cook- 
ing. Place the pan of custard in 
a pan of hot water so that it will 
cook slowly. Serve spiced cran- 
berries and pass crisp celery. 

There should be enough capon 
left over to make the capon and 
mushroom hash planned for Mon- 
day night. If the supply is quite 
small, add a can of boned chicken 
or increase the afount of bread a 
little, or add one-half pound pork, 
simmered until tender, then 
chopped fine. Use the pork stock 
as part of the liquid for the hash. 
With pork cheap’now, this is an 
inexpensive way of “stretching” a 
small amount of chicken or capon 
with very little change in the 
flavor. 

Save all the Sunday bones to 
make stock for soup for Tuesday's 
lunch. Add one quart of water to 
them, with any dressing that may 
be left, and odds and ends of 
vegetables on hand. Boil gently 
uhtil reduced about half, strain, 
scrape every bit of meat from 
bones and add to stock with a pint 
of milk, two tablespoons minced 
parsley, one teaspoon minced onion 
and three tablespoons flour mixed 
with a little cold milk. Let boil up 
once before serving. 

Capon and Mushtfoom Hash. 

Chop cooked capon to make 
three cupsful, loosely packed. Mix 
with half pound chopped mush- 
rooms, two cups soft fine -pread- 
crumbs, one small onion chopped 
fine, one and a half teaspoons salt, 
one-quarter teaspoon pepper. one 
cup capon gravy or milk and one 
cup finely cut celery. Mix well 
add one beaten egg. Melt three ta- 
blespoons fat in a heavy frying pan 
add capon mixture and pat it down 
evenly in the pan. Cook slowly 
over a slow fire until well browne 
on bottom. Uncover and place un- 
der the broiling flame to brown 
the top slightly. Fold over, turn 
out on a hot platter and garnish 
with watercress and small slices of 
lemon. 

Strawberry Cup. 

Strawberries have been good all 
this month, and we suggest a fruit 
cup in which they are featured as 
the first course for Easter dinner. 
Choose ripe berries, a quart for 6 
people. Wash, drain and hull 
them, then cut each berry in half 
lengthwise and place in a bow! with 
the juice of half.a lemon, one cup 
canned pineapple juice and thres 
firm oranges, cut in dice. Sprinkle 
with one-quarter to one-half cup 
powdered sugar, depending’ dn the 
condition of the berries, and chill 
thoroughly. Mix gently before serv- 
ing. arrange in fruit cocktail glass- 
es and garnish with a spring of 
fresh mint. 

Faster Salad. 

Easter salad is made by arrang- 
ing lettuce, shredded, on individual 
plates, adding crisp watercress,

tors, comes the good news that 
through proper diet a sound, last- 
ing set of teeth for the child may 
be the reward. The _ selection of 
those foods that give the child its 
quota of calcium, phosphorus and 
vitamins C and D are essential. 

It is also important that the ex- 
pectant mother’s diet should pro- 
vide sufficient of these elements if 
the baby’s jaw bones are to be 
fully developed and if the teeth are 
to be full sized and well enameled. 

There are plenty of delicious 
foods that will furnish an abund- 
ance of one or another of the vita- 
mins and important elements. Milk 
is the best source of calcium and 
phosphorus and also supplies vita- 
mins A and D. 

For vitamin A, milk, spinach, 
pcarrots and eggs; for vitamin C, 
oranges, lemons, tomatoes and raw 
cabbege. For vitamin D, take your 
choice of daily sun baths, ultra- 
violet ray lamp treatments, cod liv- 
er oil or viosterol. And™now even 
some bread is treated to contain 
vitamin D and is supplied in white 
or whole wheat varieties. 

The best that can be done for in- 
fants during the liquids-only pe- 
riod, is a combination of milk, cod 
liver oil and orange juice, plus 
strained vegetables. This combina- 
tion supplies all the necessary vita- 
mins, and when they can eat solids 
include in their diet the A, C and 
D foods listed above to continue a 
good beginning. 

It is claimed that our ancestors 
had better teeth than we because 
they lived outdoors, wore less 
clothes, got plenty of vitamin D 
from the sunshine, and ate more 
natural foods. Now that we know 
what foods to select for the various 
vitamins, and can get fresh fruits 
and vegetables the year around, we 
ought to have better teeth than our 
forbears ever had. 


JELLIED SUPPER RING 


One and one-half tablespoons 
gelatine, one-fourth cup cold water, 
one cup boiling water or bouillon, 
two tablespoons vinegar, two ta- 
blespoons lemon juice, one teaspoon 
salt, one tin corned beef, one cup 
shredded cabbabe, one cup cold 
cooked peas. 

Soak gelatine in cold water five 
minutes and dissolve in boiling wa- 
ter or bouillon.

When 
mixture begins to stiffen, fold in 
corned beef and turn into mold, on 
the bottom of which slices of hard- 
boiled egg have been arranged. 
Chill. When ready to serve turn out 
on crisp lettuce leaves and serve 


with mayonnaise dressing.

Heat two cups granulated sugar 
slowly over low fire, stirring all the 
time.until a golden syrup is formed. 
Remove from fire, stir in one-quar- 
ter teaspoon salt, one-quarter tea- 
spoon soda and one teaspoon va- 
nilla. Pour syrup over two cups 
of broken nuts spread in greased 
pan. When cold and firm, break 
up in small bits. 


Escalloped Sweet Potatoes, 

Cut five medium sized sweet po- 
tatoes in one-third-inch slices. Put 
a layer in a buttered baking dish, 
sprinkle with salt, pepper and three 
tablespoons of sugar. Dot over with 
one tablespoonful of butter. Repeat 
until dish is filled, cover with 
cracker crumbs and a little boiling 
water. Dot with butter and bake 
until done.

Cheese Biscuits. 

One cup sifted flour, one tea- 
spoon baking powder, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one tablespoon butter or 
other shortening, one-half cup 
grated cheese, three-eighths cup 
milk or water. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, and sift again. 
Cut in shortening and cheese. Add 
liquid gradually until soft dough is 
formed. Roll one-third inch thick 
on slightly floured board. Cut with 
small, floured biscuit cutter. Bake 
in hot oven 15 minutes. Makes 12 
biscuits. 

Buckwheat Cakes. 

One cup buckwheat flour, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one and 
one-half tablespoons sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon soda, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one egg, well beaten; 
one cup sour milk, one tablespoon 
butter or other shortening melted. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, sugar, soda and salt, 
and sift again. Combine egg and 
milk and add to flour. Stir only un- 
til smooth. Add shortening. Bake 
on hot, well-greased griddle. Serve 
hot with syrup: Makes 12 cakes. 

Ham Waffles. 

Two cups sifted floyr, one-fourth 
teaspoon soda, two teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspon salt, 
one tablespoon sugar, two egg yolKs 
well beaten, one and three-fourths 
cups sour milk, one-third cup melt- 
ed butter, two egg whites stiffly 
beaten, one cup uncooked ham 
finely. diced. 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
soda, baking powder, salt and sugar 
and sift again. Combine egg yolks, 
milk and butter. Add to flour, 
beating until smooth. Fold in egg 
whites. Bake on hot waffle iron, 
sprinkling one-fourth cup ham over 
batter of each waffle just before 
closing iron. Serve soft scrambled 
eggs on each waffle. Makes four 
four-section waffles. 


IMPORTANCE OF SPRING 
SALADS IS STRESSED 


Time of the Year When Fresh 
Greens and Vegetbles 
Count. 


Salads are, of course, always a 
necessary part of the menu, but 
never more so than in the spring, 
when we are recovering in a way 
from overheavy diets, and need the 
acids, mineral values and vitamins 
of tomatoes, cucumbers, lettuce 
and other salad foods. 

Tomatoes are getting cheaper and 
better, cucumbers are in the same 
class, and lettuce is plentiful. Rad- 
ishes to garnish the salads are easy 
to get and so why not have a good 
salad every day? 

Lighter dressings are better in 
the spring and if the salad is 
chilled a little, it will be all the 
better. 

For a good salad for four per- 
sons, take one cucumber, peel and 
place in ice water for an _ hour. 
Scald, peel, slice and chill four small 
tomatoes. Sprinkle with salt and 
paprika. Arrange on lettuce and 
just before servicey dry and slice 
the cucumber, placing slices in cen- 
ter of outer ring of tomato slices. 
Serve with French or Vinaigrette 
dressing, for the latter, adding one 
teaspoon each of minced parsley, 
chives and green pepper to plain 
French dressing, or make a French 


dressing using tarragon vinegar in- 
stead of ordinary vinegar. 

And if you want a_ delicious 
spring fruit salad, combine two 
cups of ripe strawberries, one cup 
celery cubes, one-half cup chopped 
pecans and marinate in one-half 
cup French dressing. Arrange or 
lettuce and top with a little 
whipped cream. This may serve 
as both salad and dessert, cutting 
down the cost and service of the 
meal. There is enough food value 
in it to substitute for the two 
courses. 

Vegetable Salad. 

Wash and chill a bunch of wa- 
ter cress and a small head lettuce. 
Rub a salad bowl with a small 
piece of garlic, put in lettuce 
leaves and watercress, then sprinkle 
with one-half cup sliced spring 
onion, the same of sliced radishes, 
four tablespoons salad oil, two ta- 
blespoons vinegar or lemon juice, 
one teaspoon salt and a little pep- 
per. Mix with a fork and serve 
at once. 


Fried Egg Plant. 

Cut one large egg plant into one- 
half-inch slices. Remove the peel. 
Pour over it one quart boiling water 
in which has been dissolved one 
tablespoon of salt. Let stand one 
hour, drain off the water, wipe the 
slices dry, flour lightly, dip in 
beaten egg and then in cracker 
crumbs and fry in deep fat. 


Brunswich Stew. 

Cut two pounds beef into one- 
inch pieces; add three pared and 
sliced potatoes; one can corn, one 
can tomatoes, one pint water, salt 
and pepper to taste. Cook two 
hours.

We have a number of questions 
about sauces, and are also asked 
tc give recipes for thin, medium 
and thick white sauces which are 
so often mentioned in food articles, 

Bechamel auce for chicken 
greatly enriches the flavor and is 
not difficult to prepare, 

Mushroom sauce ‘s delicious on 
steak, and tartare and cycumber 
sauces with some fish. Drawn but- 
ter sauce is good with spring vege- 
tables and horseradish sauce with 
cold meats. 

White Sauce. 

For thin, take one tablespoon 
each of butter and flour to one cup 
of milk: for medium, two table- 
spoons each of butter and flour to 
one cup of milk, and for thick 
white sauce, three tablespoons each 
of butter and flour to one cup 
milk. The butter is to be melted 
in the upper part of a double boil- 
er, the flour blended smoothly with 
it, and the milk added slowly. 
When it boils cook three minutes 
longer. Season with salt and pep- 
per to taste. 

Bechamel Sauce. 

Cream three tablespoons butter 
and three tablespoons flour. Add 
slowly one cup of chicken stock, 
stir until it boils, then add one-half 
cup sweet cream, salt and paprika 
to taste. Simmer five minutes and 
stir in one teaspoon lemon juice 
after taking from fire and im- 
mediately before serving. 

Mushroom Sauce, 

Brown two tablespoons flour in 
one and one-half tablespoons but- 
ter, add one cup of boiling water 
or soup stock, one bay leaf and one 
thin slice of onion. Simmer 10 
minutes, remove bay leaf and onion, 
add one cup sliced canned mush- 
rooms. Heat thoroughly and serve 
very hot. 

Tartare Sauce. 

Add to three-quarters cup of 
mayonnaise the following: One and 
one-half tablespoons vinegar, one- 
half tablespoon each of chopped 
capers, chopped olives, chopped 
parsley, minced onions and chopped 
pickles. 

Horseradish Sauce. 

Fold three tablespoons prepared 
horseradish and one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt in half a cup of whipped 
cream. Especially good with cold 
ham or tongue. 

Drawn Butter Sauce. 

Blend two tablespoons flour with 
four tablespoons butter, add one 
cup oiling water slowly and bring 
to a boil, then simmer five min- 
utes. Season with salt and pepper. 

Cucumber Sauce. 

Add two tablespoons lemon juice, 
a little salt and cayenne, one finely 
chopped cucumber and a few drops 
of onion juice to one cup of 
whipped cream. Be sure to drain 
cucumber well before adding. 


APPLE DUMPLINGS ARE 
WELL LIKED BY MEN 


One cup flour. Two teaspoons 
baking powder. One-half teaspoon 
salt. Three tablespoons shortening.

HOT SANDWICHES FOR 
SUNDAY NIGHT GUESTS 


Trim crusts from slices of but- 
tered bread. Saute slices of boiled 
ham in butter. Arrange each on a 
slice of bread. Cover with sauce 
made by cooking minced apples in 
butter and water until soft, and 
adding cooked raisins (one table- 
spoon butter and one tablespoon 
raisins to one apple). 

Arrange sliced roast beef on but- 
tered bread from which the crust 
has been removed. Sprinkle With 
salt, pepper, and grated horserad- 
ish. Cover with second slice of 
bread and pour gravy over sand- 
wich. Serve with mustard pickle 
or sliced Bermuda onion. 

Trim crusts from slices of bread. 
Roll. a small cooked sausage into 
each slice’ and fasten with tooth- 
pick. Bake in moderate oven, 375 
degrees fahrenheit about 15 min- 
utes, or until light brown. Serve 
hot with tomato sauce, 


Fruit Cup. 

Many combinations of fruit, fresh 
or canned, may be used for fruit 
cup. Use colors that blend or con- 
trast pleasantly and combined acid 
fruits with sweet, and firm with 
juicy kinds, Cut large fruits into 
small attractive pieces, mix lightly 
so that they keep their shape, 
sweeten slightly, chill before serv- 
ing. and garnish the individual 
servings with sprigs of mint or 
choice bright-colored fruits. 


Mocha Icing. 

Cream two tablespoons butter, 
add one cup confectioners’ sugar 
gradually, then two tablespoons 
clear, cold coffee. Beat until 
creamy, and spread on caké layers. 


Vinegar and Potatoes. 
Add teaspoon of vinegar to water 
when boiling old potatoes and they 


will be more mealy. 


LUNCHEON SCONES 


Two cups flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder, one teaspoon salt, 
two tablespoons sugar, two table- 
spoons shortening, two eggs, one- 
half cup milk. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, salt and sugar: add shortening 
and mix in very lightly. Beat eggs 
until light; add milk to eggs and 
add slowly to mixture. Roll out

Mayor to Sign 
Wrestling Bill 


After Revisions 


Mayor Miller has decided not to 
sign the wrestling bill recently 
passed by the Board of Aldermen 
which provides for a tax of 5 per 
cent on wrestting gate receipts and 
provides a commission of Alder- 
men to supervise the holding of 
shows. 

The Mayor. told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the bill infringes on 
the State law in that it attempts to 
tell the State Athletic Commission 
what to do. It will, therefore, be 
necessary to draw a new bill, élim- 
inating such features and the 
Mayor said this would be done tm- 
mediately. 

“I will sign the bill taxing wres- 
tling as soon as it is drawn in prop- 
er form,” he said, “because I think 
it is a just tax. Boxing is taxed 
5 per cent by the city and I feel 
the two sports should be put on 
& par.” 

There have béen’ several at- 
tempts within the past two years 
to pass an ordinance taxing wres- 
tling, but until recently it was de- 
feated, but on March 11 the board, 
voting 18 to 9, voted to tax wres- 
tling 5 per cent in addition to an 
annual license fee of $10, 

The ordinance also provided a 
limit of 2 per cent of the seating 
capacity of a building for passes 
and empowered the aldermanic 
commission to examine the book 
of any promoter.

FARMERS TO CUT LOW PRICE 
HIGH COST CROP ACREAGES

“Intend” to Plant More Crops Needed on 
Their Own Farms for Food or Feed, 
Crop Summary Indicates. 


By the Associated Press. : 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Con- 
tinued widespread acreage read- 
justment by farmers to reduce the 
production of low-priced crops and 
those involving heavy cash exven- 
ditures was reported by the Agri- 
cultural Department. 

Instead, the farmers are plant- 
ing more crops ‘needed on their 
own’ farms for food or livestock 
feed. This was begun last year in 
an effort to meet economic di(Cfi- 
culties. 

Analyzing farmers’ intentiona to 
plant, based on March 1 reports, 
the department found that while 
the intended corn acreage is 2.2 
per cent larger than the area har- 
vested last year, the acreage of to- 
bacco—selling at unusually low 
prices—which farmers intend to 
plant is 22.6 per cent less than the 
1931 harvest. : 

Larger acreages of sweet pota- 
toes, peanuts, cowpeas and feed 
grains, used on farms for food or 
feed are planned, while a 12 per 
cent reduction in beans is intenied. 

Although extensive increases are 
indicated in wheat, rye, flax and 
hay acreages over last year’s har- 
vest, sharply reduced by drouth, 
the areas finally harvested ext 
summer and fall will be.well be- 
low the average of the last 10 
years. Potato acreages show a 
sharp decrease in Eastern commer- 
cial states, especially where {er- 
tilizer and_..feed costs are high. 

“Intended” Spring Wheat. 

The intended acreage of spring 
wheat is reported at 16,967,000 
acres, an increase of 53.3 per cent 
Over the smal! 1931 harvest which 
suffered heavy iosses from drouth 
in the Dakotas and Montana. [he 
present intention represents a 5 per 
cent increase over _ area seeded 
last year. 

If it is carried out and there is 
no material abandonment, the 1932 
harvest will be about 8 per cent 
greater than 1929 and virtually the 
Same as 1930. The 1931 spa 
harvested was 11,071,000. Durum 
wheat shows a 34.8 per.cent in- 
crease Over last year’s harvest, but 
the indicated total of 3,868,00u is 
well below 1929 and 1930. 

The indicated corn acreage is 
107,278,000, a 2.2 per cent increase 
Of the impertant producing states, 
only Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri plan decreases.

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REALTY MEN BEFORE 
STATE TAK BOARD 


Exchange Committee Urging 
Reduction in Asssesment of 
St. Louis Property. 


The Real Estate Exchange, striv- 
ing for reduction of real estate as- 
sessments and for lowering of ex- 
penditures of the city government, 
today sent representatives to . ap- 
pear before the State Board of 


Equalization in Jefferson City, 
while another group of its repre- 
sentatives had a conference with 
Police Board scheduled. 

Those going to Jefferson City 
were James L. Barngrove, E. L. 
Bokern, Albert T. Terry, Christian 
Brinkop, Harry Brinkop, Oreon 
BE. Scott, E. J. Altheimer, Harry 
W. Williams and McCune. Gill. 
Their purpose was to reply to the 
statement made by Charles J. Do- 
lan, tax attorney for the city, who 
said to the Board of Equalization 
Wednesday that St. Louis realty 
Was assessed at an average of 72 
per cent of its value. 
| It is the contention of the Real 
Estate Exchange that the assess- 
ments on real estate are in excess 
ef actual value, and are therefore 
in violation of law. The board says 
that, as shown by the report of the 
City Assessor to the State Tax Com- 
mission, the real estate assessment 
was increased $5,125,000 over the 
previous year, while personal taxes 
show a decrease larger than the 
increase made on realty. The ex- 
change is asking a blanket reduc- 
tion of 25 per cent pn realty. 

The Police Board, besides hear- 
ing the real estate men today, also 
has a conference scheduled with 
Comptroller Nolte, who is asking 
that ‘the Police Department reduce 
its budget, the granting of which 
is obligatory on aity officials, under 
State law. 

In a statement issued today. «he 
Real Estate Exchange cites econ- 
omists as holding that the purchas- 
mg power of the dollar is now 
about the same as in 1913. “Since 
1913,” it states, “the per capita cost 
of government has increased 114 
per cent, while total expenditures 
have increased 149 per cent. Ex- 
penditures for the city increased 
127 per cent and schools 216 per 
cent. Also since 1913 the assessed 
valuation in St. Louis has increased 
122 per cert, the tax rate 27 ver 
cént, the tax levy 183 per cen®é and 
the net debt 200 per cent. WCon- 
trasted with those increases, the 
population of St. Louis has in- 
creased only 15 per cent and the 
average daily attendance in the 
schools ha: increased but 22 per 
cent.”

MYRIADS OF AZALEAS 
ARE PRIDE OF MOBILE. 


Trail of Bushes 15.Miles Long 
Leads From Home of 
Southern City. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOBILE, Ala.—Azaleas, a hun- 
dred thousand strong, are blossom- 
ing in Mobile—enriching the color 
of modest gardens and expansive 
estates. 

An azalea, however small, is a 
mark of civic pride in Mobile where 
wealthy fanciers who have spent 
thousands of dollars for @ large 
bush. and wage earners with their 
35 cent plants, compete in the civic 
beauty program. 

Since the middle of the eight- 
eenth century the bushes imported 
from France have flourished here, 
but only in recent years has the 
campaign for widespread culture 
been underway. 

Fostered by civic organizations as 
a mark of distinctive beauty to the 
city, the planting of the bushes has 
spread from the gardens of the 
wealthy to the doorstep of the mod- 
est bungalow. 

“The Azalea Trail.” 

A few years ago a 15-mile route 
was laid out and marked and was 
designated by its sponsor, Sam 
Lackland, “The Azalea Trail.” The 
trail begins in the heart of the city, 
leads through to better residential 
districts through parks, into Spring 
Hill, and along the route 24,431 
bushes are biooming. 

Along the trail is the garden of 
W. D. Bellingrath, one of the 
most beautiful in the city, through 
which more than 2000 automobiles 
passed in a single day last year. 

The trail leads past the gardens 
of Warren Field and Tom Boone 
in Spring Hill, where some of the 
largest bushes in the city are found. 

Entrance Under Arch. 

Entrance to the Field garden is 
under an arch, formed by two 
bushes planted before the Civil 
War. These bushes are more than 
14 feet tall and measure 79 feet 
in circumference.. 

Culture of azaleas in Mobile had 
its inception in 1754 when Francis 
Landlois, returning from his native 
city of Toulouse,-brought with him 
tRree varieties—white, pink and 
purplish-red. 

The beauty of the flower, which 
flourished in the semi-tropical cli- 
mate, captivated the colonists’ and 
through the years the culture has 
grown. Through inbreeding the va- 
-vrieties have been increased to 11. 

Growing of azaleas has spread 
along the shores of the bay and 
many country estates are enhanced 
by their beauty. Two such estates, 
the Albert P. Bush home on Dog 
River, and Bellecamp, on Fowl 
River, owned by W. D. Bellingrath, 
are among the show places of this 
sect’on.

For the National Woman's 
Symphony Orchestra, whici she or- 
ganized and leads had just made 
its successful debut before an en- 
thusiastic audience. It was the 
first time an,all-feminine symphony 
orchestra had ever played at Car- 
negie Hall. Judging from the high 
praise bestowed on the conductor 
and the orchestra by professional 
musicians and leading critics the 
occasion was a distinct artistic tri- 
umph, all the more brilliant for 
the fact that symphonic playing 
and conducting have long been ac- 
cepted as masculine monopolies. 

It is characteristic of Leginska, 
however, that she does not regard 
the occasion as a personal triumph, 
but rather as a fine realization of 
woman's artistic potentialities, For 
Leginska is an ardent feminist. Not 
in the sense that implies antagon- 
ism to the male sex, but in the 
sense that she thinks women have 
far greater artistic abilities than 
they have yet permitted them- 
selves to realize. 

It was partly to demonstrate this 
to the public at large and especia!- 
ly to skeptical members of her own 
sex, that she organized and drilled 
her 100-piece orchestra. And this 
was likewise one of the motives 
that inspired her to take up the 
most difficult of all arts composing 
and conducting, becoming thereby 
the only woman symphony con- 
ductor in the world.

“Women have stood in their own 
way too much,” says Leginska. 
“They have allowed themselves to 
remain tied to the hitching post 
im- 
peded by outworn ideas about 
womanliness and self-sacrifice. 
Women have not equaled men in 
art or other fields yet for the sim- 
ple reason that they have not had 
the courage to go after their goal 
with the same straight-forward di- 
rectness. 

“A man travels a straight path 
right ahead. If he is sincere in 
his career he does not allow him- 
self to be diverted by trifles, so- 
cial, sartorial or domestic. He has 
no time for self-sacrifice, which is 
an over-rated and, in the long run, 
usually wasteful virtue anyway. A 
man does’ not waste time on sen- 
timental friendships when they rob 
him of precious hours from his 
work. He will not waste time on 
card parties, dinners or tailors 
when he has a book to write, a 
score to orchestrate or a canvas 
to paint. Even marriage has sel- 
dom impeded the determined male 
in quest of success in art. 

“But see how women have al- 
lowed trifling social obligations to 
absorb their time, and the effort 
they waste in the matter of dress 
and other similar vanities. These 
things are, of course, quite all right 
for women at large. But for the 
woman who is after artistic success 
or a career they must be thrust 
aside as irrelevant. 


“‘Even marriage should not be 


| 


as 


permitted to become an obstacle, 
especially in this day when house- 
keeping has become so mechanized 
and simplified. Of course, it is 
hardly likely that a woman will be 
able to maintain a model home, be 
a perfect mold of fashion and at. 
the same time accomplish anything 
in art. She has to make her choice, 
as a man does, and drive straight 


ahead.”’ 
| Leginska points out, that men 

have so long monopolized the 
arts that many of them have come 
to regard the professional practice 
of art as a masculine prerogative. 

In painting, writing and in con- 
certizing—especially singing and 
plano playing—women have been 
able to overcome this prejudice and 
prove their right to serioug consid- 
eration. But there remain a few 
artistic strongholds which men 
have not yet shared with women, 
and these are the heights Leginska 
has been storming. Few women 
have éver been permitted to play 
in symphony orchestras. There 
have been very few women com- 
posers, and before Leginska, there 
has never been a woman conduc- 
tor. But in each of these fields 
Leginska has been able to win a 
hearing for her sex. 


Although an American citizen 
now, Ethel Leginska was born in 
England and made her first public 
appearance there as a child of six. 
She then studied under eminent 
German masters and made her of- 
ficial debut at the age of 16 as 
soloist with the London Symphony
